their wives and families out of the Co- 
lony rather than risk the duoger uf their 
being treated by European doctors. 
Thore is, as is well known, no limit to 
the credulity of thée-Chinese, and if this 
fecting ia allowdd:to. spread, it will not 
be withont a bad effect upon the Colony.

A correspondent writes as follows in the 
N.-O. Daily News of ths 10th March :— 

At the Ratepayers’ mecting to-morrow & 
resolution ie to be submitted, that the right 
of constructing Tramways in the Suttlemeut 
of Shanghai be granted to a oortain eyndi- 
tate, Bofora giving away this right it is 
neoeasary to consider the compensation pro- 
tajaed, : 3 

According to-the scheme put forward some 
mouths since, the cotimeted gross earnings 
wera put down .at $2,000,000 annually, 
which would be 25,478 daily or 169,660 
passages at 5 dents each, Of these earnings 
the Council are promised duriog the first 
five years 8 Pereentege, which upon there 
enroings would return $5,000 par annum ; 
for the second five years on the same basis 
$10,000, and afterwerds 2 maximum of 
917,000 to $50,000. By the Council’a Re- 
port just issued, the license foos on jinrioshes 
aud wheelbarrows amounted in 1805 to Tis. 
64,516.22, say $72,600, and-this source of 
revenue would no donbdt be seriously ro- 
duced if the anticipated earnings of the 
tramway were realiscd, but it is very ques- 
tiopablo if the oarninga would bo so great. 
There is always the ohence of the under~ 
taking proving-a total fsilure and’ in euch 
onso our position would be a bad one. 

The proposed Company would uo doubt be 
ons with Limited linbility, and‘in euch su 
event, a few tona of old rails and some old
